purpose of revising the 01 as stated in SAO letter 5^-56 
is to make the Index serve as an administrative aid 
and warning index without allowing it to become 
unwieldy^. It is believed that careful analysis of 
the categories set out in SAO letter 5<lJ-5<5 should 
enable you to formulate a laorMble and efficient 01 
which vjill meet tJze functions such Index is devised 
to perform*
